Mum’s emergency 
scare with baby 
son leads to an 
Island fundraiser

A determined Barry 
mum, whose baby 
son was diagnosed 
with Type 1 Diabetes 
after being rushed 
into accident and 
emergency, is hold¬ 
ing a fundraiser 
which she hopes will 
help in the quest for 
a cure. 

Rebecca Jones, aged 
23, said her son Dylan 
was close to falling into 
a coma when emergency 
staff worked out what 
was wrong with him. 

Rebecca said: “Dylan 
is two and a half years 
old and a happy, healthy 
boy, but just before he 
was 15 months old, in 
October 2012, he was 
very ill.

“He began coughing, 
and I took him to the 
doctor, who said there 
wasn’t an infection or 
virus. 

“He was also sleeping 
constantly and for a cou¬ 
ple of days had a runny 
nose. Then he began 
throwing up his food.” 

Next, Dylan began 
drinking an unusual 
amount of fluid and by 
now Rebecca was very 
concerned. She took him 
to the out of hours unit at 
Barry Hospital who 
decided he should go to 
the University Hospital 
of Wales in an ambu¬ 
lance. He travelled there 
with an oxygen mask on 
to help him with his 
breathing. 

“There were about 20 
people around him in A 
& E. They discovered it 
was diabetes - another 
couple of days and he 
would have been in a 
coma.” 

Rebecca felt relief. At 
last she knew what had 
caused Dylan so much 
distress, but it also 
meant a new chapter in 
his life, making sure he 
had the right treatment. 

“At the hospital I 
learned all about dia¬ 
betes, and the ins and 
outs of looking after 
him.” 

Dylan was suffering 
from DKA - diabetic 
ketoacidosis. A high 
amount of sugar in his 
blood was turning it 
acidic. 

He has now been put 
on a hospital trial using a 
insulin pump which has 
advantages over multi¬ 


ple daily injections. 

Rebecca said: “As a 
mum, my dream is that 
one day he is cured.” 

Rebecca has decided 
to organise a fundraising 
event at Barry Island 
Conservative Club on 
March 21 at 7pm. 
Tickets are £5 and peo¬ 
ple can pay on the door 
or contact Rebecca by 
email (for details see the 
end of the article). 

The proceeds will go 
to the Juvenile Diabetes 
Research Foundation 
which funds research 
into Type 1 diabetes. 

“We have a group of 
dancers called Dance 
Angels, who have per¬ 
formed on Britain’s Got 
Talent and Sky l’s Got 
to Dance. 

“A local DJ is also 
offering his services for 
the night. 

“We will be doing a 
raffle on the night and 
have already started col¬ 
lecting prizes from local 
businesses. 

“I don’t know other 
local families who are 
coping with Type 1 
Diabetes. It would be 
good if they came along 
and I got to meet them. 

“Hopefully, one day 
there will be a cure for 
all adults and children, 
so daily blood sugar 
tests and needles are 
finally a thing of the 
past.”

Vale Council could put 
aside £55k for Barry

THE Vale Council cabinet meets 
next Monday (February 10) to 
consider allocating £55,000 to 
fund seven weekends of summer 
entertainment in Barry Island. 

The report to cabinet says that 
planned attractions include the 
Isle of Fire’ opening event, 
Cinema by the Sea, street art, 


dance, live music and sports. 

The National Beach Volleyball 
Championship is also scheduled to 
return to Whitmore Bay. 

The funding will not be paid out 
as a grant, but various costs will be 
paid by the council’s events office.

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Benefits of a 
Vale merger 


W ELL, what 
a surprise, 
political 
harmony almost 
breaking out at the 
Vale Council to save 
their alleged ‘excel¬ 
lent’ and ‘envied’ 
services. 

Councillors’ state¬ 
ments - ‘ Merger could 
end up with the Vale 
being fed crumbs from 
the table ’ - and ‘ Vale 
Council Leader responds 
to Tory challenge on 
merger ’ (The GEM, 
January 30), are littered 
with scare stories, some 
about Cardiff harvesting 
most of the resources 
and building houses 
throughout the Vale. 

It sounds something 
like the rural Vale’s past 
relationship with Barry! 

Perhaps our elected 
champions could see a 
little further than pro¬ 
tecting their own politi¬ 
cal power base, and con¬ 
centrate more on servic¬ 
es to the community and 
on the consequences for 
staff working for both 
authorities. 

They may also want 
to consider the high cost 
of having more council¬ 
lors in Wales than 
Scotland, which has 
almost twice the popula¬ 
tion. 

And what about the 
cost of 22 councils, with 
their highly-paid top 
managers; the lucrative 


exit packages paid to 
senior staff; duplication 
of management struc¬ 
tures; the little money 
left available for public 
services; the highest 
increases in council tax, 
the ‘inevitable’ increase 
next year, and on their 
inability to attract regen¬ 
eration funds. 

A common thread to 
the political storyline 
relates to council money 
focused on Cardiff and 
the number of council¬ 
lors representing the 
Vale being outnumbered. 

It may have escaped 
their notice that the pop¬ 
ulation of Cardiff is 
almost three times that 
of the Vale - and, pre¬ 
sumably, Cardiff resi¬ 
dents pay three times as 
much tax. 

We need balance from 
our civic leadership, 
with some evidence- 
based data about service 
quality and on the poten¬ 
tial arising from a merg¬ 
er with Cardiff, particu¬ 
larly the benefit from a 
major city’s imagination 
and vision. 

It is worth contrasting 
the successful legacy 
from the past 30 years of 
our capital city with 
Wales’s largest town, 
and on the potential 
impact some of Cardiff’s 
ambition may have on 
Barry and our dwindling 
asset base.

I READ the latest edition of The GEM 
with utter despair. In 2005, Carwyn 
Jones AM said that “there is an 
urgent need to reform local authorities in 
Wales” 

In true Welsh Assembly style, that urgent need 
was turned into action and nearly nine years later, 
we get the report of the Williams Commission. 

Predictably, our councillors, ex-councillors and 
local authority workers are up in arms over the pro¬ 
posals of the Williams Commission. 

They tell us that they are worried about a lack of 
local democracy, which is a bit rich, as less than 40 
per cent of the electorate participated in the last 
local authority elections in Wales. The figures for 
town council elections are even lower! 

It is even more rich when you consider that pub-

that the Williams report 
has been put together in 
a rushed way without 
any thought on the real 
impact. 

For example, has he 
really taken into consid¬ 
eration the job losses 
that are likely to come 
from this? 

We really do not have 
much choice under the 
cuts from the Welsh 
Government, but to see a 
reduction in the size of 
our councils. However, 
we must make sure we 
get it right!

Our councillors also worry that ‘well run’ coun¬ 
cils are being sacrificed, without mentioning the fact 
that 33 per cent of our local authorities are, or have 
been, in ‘Special Measures’. 

They totally ignore the inefficiencies in the pres¬ 
ent system. Worryingly, they also ignore the unlaw¬ 
ful payments made to senior local authority man¬ 
agers and sanctioned by elected councillors. 

Of course, the real reason for their ire is the 
potential loss of cushy roles as the number of coun¬ 
cillors reduce. Understandably, the local authority 
workforce are concerned by job losses, but the pri¬ 
vate sector has suffered far greater reductions in 
workforces. 

So what is the response of our politicians? Well, 
Plaid Cymru want a change in the voting system in 
the hope that that would give them a greater share of 
councillors. 

The Tories? Well, they fear the loss of council 
seats, so are against the Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The politicians of these parties have no interest in 
the electorate and the (lack) of services that they 
receive - their only interest is self-preservation. 

The response of Labour politicians varies, 
depending on how vulnerable they feel they are 
under the Wil liams proposal. 

Strangely enough, our politicians are right about 
the Williams commission’s recommendations, but 
for the wrong reasons. 

Of course, the Williams Commission took its lead 
from the Welsh Assembly Government and came up 
with a complete fudge. Not only did Williams come 
to the wrong conclusions, he then added insult to 
injury by suggesting that his proposed mergers 
should be undertaken with all possible speed - and 
be completed within five years! 

In Wales and the UK, we have local administra¬ 
tion, not local government. Most commentators 
who understand this are of the view that we in 
Wales need between five and seven local authorities. 

There are those who feel that one would be 
enough. 

Only in the public sector could the clarion call of 
Carwyn Jones in 2005 possibly become reality in 
2020 - and they call that speedy implementation!

L AST week, an 
article in The 
GEM report¬ 
ed a statement from 
the Welsh 
Government 
Transport Minister 
committing to a 
review of local bus 
services. 

This is excellent news 
and I pay tribute to the 
thousands of people 
across Barry and Vale 
that have campaigned 
for this since last April. 

Having organised sev¬ 
eral public meetings on 
the issue, all of which 
were packed out with 
concerned bus users, I 
am pleased that the 
Minister has listened and 
look forward to the out¬ 
come of the review. 

Now that we are at 
long last making 
progress, we need to 
maintain the momentum 
and public pressure. The 
petition is still available 
on my web site, which 
can be added to the 
2,500+ signatures that 
have been collected on 
hard copy. 

This action is vital in 


that negotiations 
between bus companies 
and the Welsh 
Government are still 
ongoing over the money 
paid for concessionary 
bus passes. 

Having spoken to the 
bus companies, this still 
provides a threat to local 
services. The reduced 
payments could damage 
the limited services we 
now receive. 

This announcement 
should be made over the 
next few weeks, and I 
am concerned that it will 
damage local services 
further before the 
Minister concludes her 
review. 

It is also important to 
ensure that the rarely- 
used Cardiff Airport T9 
service is accounted for 
in any future planning of 
bus services in the Vale. 

This undermined 
local bus services and 
there is no question that 
the £750K a year sub¬ 
sidy for that route could 
be better used elsewhere 
in Barry and the rural 
Vale.

’Build at all costs’ 
response disturbing 


T HE Welsh 
Government 
planning 

department’s sug¬ 
gestion that an evi¬ 
dence-based 
approach to the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Local Development 
Plan should be 
ignored, is both 
surprising and odd. 

Based on population 
increases and smaller 
household sizes (ie that 
fewer people will live in 
each house), the LDP 
recommends 9,950 hous¬ 
es be built between 2011 
and 2026. 

However, last year I 
showed that 2011 census 
figures were well below 
the anticipated popula¬ 
tion growth in the Vale 
of Glamorgan and that 
household sizes were 
larger than expected. 

The Welsh 

Government’s planning 


department accept that 
these statistics show we 
require 2,800 fewer 
houses, but then argue 
that Welsh Government 
population estimates 
should be ignored and 
the houses built regard¬ 
less. 

Such a response is 
quite disturbing, reflect¬ 
ing a ‘build at all costs’ 
attitude, rather than 
engaging with facts and 
recognising that the need 
for housing in the Vale 
has been over-stated. 

Housing should be 
built on brown-field sites 
and our LDP should 
reflect real local need. 

Of course, if we are 
forced to merge with 
Cardiff Council, then a 
whole new LDP will be 
needed, with far greater 
pressures on the roads 
and green fields around 
Barry and rural Vale.

THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum, Mrs Pamela 
Robson gave a fasci¬ 
nating talk about 
the developments 
that had been made 
in telephonic com¬ 
munications. 

She began with a short 
history of the telephone 
service, invented by 
Alexander Bell in 1874, 
and noted the head of the 
GPO at the time as com¬ 
menting: “We do not 
need telephones in 
Britain, as we have mes¬ 
senger boys ”! 

There was much 
laughter when she read 
out the early instructions 
on how to operate the 
dial phones which were 
introduced in the 1930s, 
and how subscribers 
were required to answer 
and speak into the phone. 

Pamela recalled how 
she applied for a job as a 
telephone operator when 
she left school in 1960, 
and related the services 
available at that time, and 
the changes that have 
taken place since. 

She was soon working 
at the switchboard, eight 
hours a day, and in those 
days unless it was a local 
call, you had to dial zero 
to get through to the local 
operator. They would 
pass you on through 


numerous different 
exchanges, gradually get¬ 
ting closer to the town 
you were calling, where 
the operator there could 
dial the number request¬ 
ed. 

After three minutes, 
the ‘pips’ would sound, 
and the operator would 
break in, and ask whether 
the caller required a fur¬ 
ther three minutes. If the 
caller did not agree 
immediately they were 
cut off. 

Although ‘STD sub¬ 
scriber caller’ was com¬ 
menced in 1958, with the 
Queen calling the 
Provost of Edinburgh, it 
was not until 1974 that 
the service was universal 
in the country, and 
Pamela (like hundreds of 
other operators) were no 
longer necessary.

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£550,000 bridge 
renovation in 

Dinas -BUT JOB 
TO TAKE 14 WEEKS 


A bridge in Dinas 
Powys that links the 
north and south of 
the village is to be 
renovated, at a cost 
of £550,000, writes 
TIM CHAPMAN. 

The bridge is located 
at the Cardiff Road, 
Cross Common Road 
junction and spans the 
Cadoxton River that 
flows through the village. 

Local councillors have 
welcomed the news that 
work will go ahead, but 
insist their preference is 
for a new junction on 
Cardiff Road which 
would not require a 
bridge: the river goes 
under the main road fur¬ 
ther downstream. 

Vale cabinet member 
for environment and visi¬ 
ble services, Coun Rob 
Curtis, explained: “The 
council has been moni¬ 
toring this bridge for 
some time. 

“The structure was 
given extra support by 
the addition of a timber 
frame in 2005, but recent 
inspections have made it 
clear that the current 
structure is reaching the 
end of its useful life and

would have to be closed 
by May this year. 

“There have also been 
concerns that the timber 
frame has an adverse 
effect on the river’s flow, 
increasing the chance of 
local flooding.” 

The council says the 
existing bridge deck and 
parapets will be replaced, 
but that the original abut¬ 
ments are in good order 
and can be retained. 

Coun Curtis 

explained: “The bridge is 
a vital vehicle and pedes¬ 
trian link for the village. 

“I want to ensure it is 
kept open and I presented 
a report to cabinet in 
December. At that time 


local councillors 

expressed concern about 
the bridge being closed 
for repair. 

“Since then there have 
been discussions 

between the council 
leader, officers and 
myself with the local 
Dinas Powys members, 
and I am pleased to say 
they agree that the pro¬ 
posed closure of around 
14 weeks is a much better 
option than the prospect 
of a permanent closure of 
a failed bridge. 

“It is hoped work on 
the bridge will start in 
this financial year, at 
which time a traffic 
diversion will be in oper¬ 


ation during the work, 
but I will ensure that 
everything will be done 
to minimise inconven¬ 
ience to local road users 
while this vital work is 
carried out.” 

Local Plaid councillor 
Chris Franks told The 
GEM: “We welcome the 
decision to go ahead with 
the new bridge deck, but 
remain committed to the 
future creation of a new 
junction that will avoid 
altogether the need to 
cross the river. 

“We hope that the 
work will be undertaken 
in as quick a time as pos¬ 
sible, to minimise any 
disruption.”

Barry has 
missed out 
on the new 
funding 

by GEM REPORTER 


THE Minister for 
regeneration, Carl 
Sargeant AM, has 
announced £100m 
of funding for areas 
of Wales - but Tory 
politicians say they 
are disappointed 
the Vale missed out. 

The funding comes 
under the ‘Vibrant and 
Viable Places’ package, 
and councils were invit¬ 
ed to make bids for it. 

The local authorities 
who will receive funding 
are Bridgend, Conwy, 
Flintshire, Isle of 
Anglesey, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Neath Port 
Talbot, Newport, 

Rhondda Cynon Taf, 
Swansea, Torfaen and 
Wrexham. A bid from 
the Vale Council was 
unsuccessful 

Mr Sargeant 

explained that the 
£100m was evidence of 
how the Welsh 
Government was sup¬ 
porting people at grass 
roots level at a time of 
cuts from the UK 
Government. 

“These worthy proj¬ 
ects will make a real dif¬ 
ference to their commu¬ 
nities and I’m delighted 
with the quality of the 
bids received. 

“Many of the success¬ 
ful bids focus on the 
regeneration of town 
centres, which is about a 
lot more than filling 
empty shops. It is about 
creating a diverse and 
vibrant town centre with 
other services such as 
leisure, health and edu¬ 
cation at its heart and 
making the town centre 
an attractive place to 
live. 

“Increasing housing 
supply is my number one 


priority and these suc¬ 
cessful bids will build on 
and complement the 
excellent regeneration 
work in evidence across 
Wales through our 
Houses into Homes and 
Social Housing Grant 
schemes.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
claimed it appeared the 
Vale - and Barry in par¬ 
ticular - was subsiding 
other areas. 

“Only two weeks ago 
Pride in Barry highlight¬ 
ed a shortfall of £17.7 
million from the money 
the Welsh Government 
received from the sale of 
land at Barry Waterfront. 

“We seem to be subsi¬ 
dising these other areas. 

“To announce these 
generous grants to other 
areas is a slap in the face 
to Barry. For too long 
Barry and the rest of the 
Vale have been taken for 
granted. 

“The question needs 
to be asked whether it 
was the quality of the bid 
or the Welsh 
Government not looking 
at the town’s needs. 

“The generous spend¬ 
ing on other areas also 
compounds the under- 
funding received by the 
Vale. We need a fair 
funding settlement.” 

The leader of the 
Conservatives in Wales, 
Andrew RT Davies, said: 
“This announcement is a 
kick in the teeth for 
Barry. Having lost its 
regeneration status, 
much of the good work 
done in recent years to 
restore the area is now in 
danger of unravelling.” 


Consultation 
into powers at 
Rhoose Point 


DUE to an increase 
in incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour at 
Rhoose Point, the 
Vale Council is 
considering intro¬ 
ducing byelaws to 
give the police and 
some council offi¬ 
cers the power to 
take enforcement 
action. 

The Vale Council 
wants to know how 
local residents feel 
about the matter through 
a public consultation. 

Coun Gwyn John 
said: “We have had a lot 
of discussion with resi¬ 
dents at Rhoose Point 
over the small minority 
of users who indulge in 
anti-social behaviour at 
the site. This consulta¬ 
tion will allow the com¬ 


munity to put forward 
their views regarding 
the proposals.” 

The proposed new 
byelaws would cover, 
regulate and control 
activities such as swim¬ 
ming, fishing, metal 
detecting, overnight 
parking and camping, 
fires, unauthorised bar¬ 
becues and harm to 
wildlife. 

Anti-social behaviour, 
including consumption 
of alcohol, excessive 
noise and willful dam¬ 
age could be managed 
more effectively, with 
courts imposing a fine 
for non-compliance.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT report by AJ SICLUNA 


ATTACKER AWAITING SEX CHANGE OP 

Teenager slashed 
by former Army 
soldier at Park 


A TEENAGER was 
repeatedly slashed 
across his torso and 
stabbed once by a 
man wearing a 
blonde wig, in an 
attack at a 
Porthcawl caravan 
site. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that 51-year-old 
Melissa Cae had served 
with the Royal Regiment 
of Wales in Northern 
Ireland, but in 2000, he 
decided he wanted to 
live as a woman. 

Cae, who was jailed 
for seven years after 
pleading guilty to a 
charge of wounding with 
intent, was described by 
Judge Stephen Hopkins 
QC as a pre-operative 
transgender. 

The judge said the 
victim had done nothing 
to provoke what hap¬ 
pened and, mercifully, 
his injuries were not 
deep. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said that on 
June 21, the 16-year-old 
victim was at the Happy 
Valley Caravan Park, 
Porthcawl, with his fam¬ 
ily, and went to the Blue 
Water Club, where peo¬ 
ple congregated. 

Three weeks before 
the attack, the youth had 
seen Cae standing oppo¬ 
site his caravan. 

Cae walked into the 
club wearing a blonde 
wig, with a man wearing 
a pink wig. 

Later, the youth went 
to introduce himself to 
Cae, who became 
aggressive and began 
talking about “skinning 
and eating dogs”. 

At one point, Cae 
barged into the youth 
and five minutes later, 
pushed him from behind 
and put his arms around 
his chest in a bear hug. 


It was noticed that 
Cae’s hand went across 
the youth’s chest three or 
four times. He freed 
himself and saw that Cae 
had a knife in his hand. 

When the victim saw 
his injuries, he was 
shocked. There were 
four cuts to the torso, 
and a stab wound. 

The victim stated that 
he had once had the 
opportunity of being a 
male model, and becom¬ 
ing a hairdresser, but 
because of the injuries 
he had become anxious 
and did not leave the 
house alone. 

He also said that 
sometimes there would 
be a wave of panic if 
someone came behind 
him, was not confident, 
and “struggled to be 
himself’. 

In addition, he stated 
that he was conscious of 
his scars and had bad 
dreams and flashbacks 
and had been referred to 
a counsellor. 

Cae, who was said to 
have no previous con¬ 
victions, was arrested in 
possession of the knife. 

Mr Howells said she 
told the police: “I know 
what I have done”, and 
answered “no comment” 
to questions. 

Cae’s solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “Clearly, 
this was a very serious 
assault which only took 
seconds. Cae has not 
prevaricated and pleaded 
guilty at the first oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“This is her first expe¬ 
rience of the criminal 
justice system and the 
attack was totally out of 
character.” 

The trigger, said Mr 
Sharpe, could have been 
an earlier verbal alterca¬ 
tion. 

“She is disgusted at 
what she did. She was

brought up as a man in a 
strict Irish family. In 
1983, she served as a 
man in the Royal 
Regiment of Wales in 
Northern Ireland and 
lost three dear friends 
there. She also worked 
in a steel plant and as a 
mechanic.” 

As a result of the 
Northern Ireland experi¬ 
ence, he said, Cae suf¬ 
fered post traumatic 
stress disorder. 


He added that in 
2000, Cae decided to 
live as a woman, which 
had a big impact on the 
family. 

Cae, he continued, 
had battled with physical 
and mental health prob¬ 
lems and later this year, 
hoped to be operated 
upon for a full sex 
change. 

Cae, the court heard, 
had been assessed as a 
potential suicide risk.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

'These inflation-busting 
rises are unacceptable’ 


L AST week, the Police and 
Crime Commissioner, 
Alun Michael, committed 
to increase the police precept, 
billed as part of our council tax, 
by five per cent - two and a 
half times the rate of inflation. 

The police precept is the extra 
money the Police Commissioner rais¬ 
es to pay for policing activity through 
council tax. This is included in every 
council tax bill, and is set locally 
every year by the Police and Crime 
Commissioner - and previously the 
police authority. 

This increase should be added to 
whatever the Vale cabinet will add to 
the council tax bills. In all, we are 
likely to be subject to inflation-bust¬ 
ing rises, which is unacceptable 
Under the Localism Act 2011, if the 
level of council tax in England 
increases by more than two per cent - 
which is the current rate of inflation, 
a local referendum must be held. 

This makes sure that local people 
approve the increase. 

It is interesting how the threat of a 
local ballot focuses the mind of coun¬ 
cillors! 

In Wales, council tax is governed 
by the Welsh Government, and sadly, 
as council taxpayers we are not given 
the same privilege of vetoing an infla-

tion-busting increase by a vote. 

In view of cost of living issues, we 
need to stand against council tax 
increases. It is unfair that we are 
asked to pay more, while others are 
seeing their bills frozen. 

Last year, Cardiff Council froze 
their council tax payments in line 
with the commitment they made 
before the local elections. Here, the 
Vale Council put up our bills by five 
per cent - amongst the highest in 
Wales. I continue to raise the point 
that our funding settlement is unfair 


and cannot continue to be short 
changed. 

The funding settlement being so 
poor means that we are expected to 
make the difference up in higher 
council taxes. Regular readers of my 
column will know that if we received 
the same funding as Cardiff alone, we 
would have an additional £25m a 
year to spend. 

The costs of providing public serv¬ 
ices in the Vale are no different to 
that in other parts of Wales. 

Teachers earn the same, social 
workers cost the same; as is the 
charge to resurface a road or to fill in 
a pot hole. 

Policing is an essential public serv¬ 
ice and I think that police officers 
should continue to be rewarded for 
the exceptional job they do. Having 
spent some shifts working with local 
officers, I am more than aware of the 
difficult and often dangerous work. 

To their credit, crime is at record 
low levels. So why we should see an 
increase that is two and a half times 
the rate of inflation is beyond me. 

We need to recognise that the 
increase isn’t as a result of their 
efforts, but of the Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

Please join the fair funding cam¬ 
paign. This is a non-party campaign 
with a petition that is on my website.

Mike takes Barry 
railway group on a 
nostalgic journey 


AT the first monthly meeting 
of 2014, the chairman of Barry 
Railway Society, Jeff Morgan, 
introduced speaker Mike 
Wilcock from Cowbridge, who 
gave a video presentation of 
more than two hours on rail¬ 
ways in Wales during the past 
20 years - plus other notewor¬ 
thy events nationally. 

It began with a BBC TV news clip 
of his Guinness Book of Records trip 
in October 1984, when he travelled 
1,387 miles on British Rail in under 24 
hours. 

This was followed by a visit to the 
East Lancashire Railway in 1993 for a 
brief look at driving the Flying 
Scotsman. This had been a special 
birthday treat for Mike on his 50th 
birthday, but on the day the loco had 
failed, so he ended up driving a GWR 
loco instead! 

Next, a visit to the Crewe locomo¬ 
tive depot to watch the arrival of steam 
and diesels for the special weekend. 

This was modem history as the 
works has now closed and a gathering 
of more than 50 locomotives will 
never be seen there again. 

The next 10 minutes of video fea¬ 
tured the Duke Of Gloucester steam 
loco, starting in the works at Bury in 
East Lancashire, followed by her run 
along the south Wales mainline from 
the Severn Tunnel through Cardiff, 
Port Talbot and along the coast to 
Carmarthen, and her return up Stormy 
Bank at 74 mph. 

More than 400 locomotives from 
Canada, Spain and America have 
arrived at Newport Docks since 1998 
and we watched the unloading of class 
66 freight diesels for GBR winched 


from the ship’s hold onto the track at 
the dockside. This again was a 
moment in railway history, as new 
deliveries are now taken to Liverpool. 

Back with steam, and mns through 
the Vale of Glamorgan with private 
railtours was the next feature, fol¬ 
lowed by views from the top of the 
Altolluso Residential Tower and 
Jacobs Antique Market in Cardiff. 

Mike then took members on anoth¬ 
er of his record-breaking trips, this 
time with Virgin Trains and their 
Pendolino run from Glasgow to 
London. The special non-stop mn of 
407 miles was covered in under four 
hours, and views from the cab and hel¬ 
icopter featured in this clip. 

After a short break, the final hour 
was a video recorded at the Llangollen 
railways Steam, Steel and Stars event 
in 2012. Mike had edited three hours 
of video shot over three days, down to 
an hour taken from the best vantage 
points along the line. 

The last image of the evening fea¬ 
tured all 10 steam locomotives doing a 
run past in a cavalcade of smoke and 
steam. A fitting end to the evening and 
members look forward to more of his 
videos next year.

Lifeboat launched 
in high seas for 
swimmer search 


THE Barry Dock 
RNLI lifeboat was 
launched during 
high seas and gale 
force winds on 
Saturday (February 
1), to search for a 
swimmer in the Old 
Harbour area of 
Barry. 

The alarm was raised 
by fishermen in the 
evening and the lifeboat 
was launched around 
9.15pm to carry out a 
search with a Sea King 
helicopter from RAF 
Chivenor and coastguard 
teams from Barry and 
Penarth. 

The volunteer lifeboat 
crew searched the rough 
seas for around an hour 
before being stood down 
by the Coastguard, who 
were co-ordinating the 
search. The Coastguard 
believed that the swim¬ 
mer, who was thought to 
be well equipped, had 
returned to shore. 

They issued an appeal 
for the swimmer to con¬ 
tact them and let them 
know that he was safe 
and well.

Concern over 
ambulance 
response times 


MORE than 1,000 
999 calls requesting 
an urgent ambu¬ 
lance in Cardiff and 
the Vale did not 
receive a response 
within the target 
time in December. 

According to figures 
published by the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
56 per cent of emergency 
responses to category A 
(immediately life-threat¬ 


ening) calls arrived at the 
scene within eight min¬ 
utes - down from 62.3 
per cent in November. 

South Wales Central 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, 
said: “This is extremely 
troubling at a time when 
delays in ambulances are 
already on the agenda. 

“The latest figures will 
do nothing to allay the 
concerns prompted by 
recent tragedies in both 
north and south Wales. 


A Dinas Powys resi¬ 
dent was shocked to 
receive a £62.50 
penalty - following 
a parking stay at the 
Capital Retail Park 
near Cardiff City 
football ground. 

The woman, a pen¬ 
sioner who does not wish 
to be identified, said she 
believes the fine is unjust 
and is refusing to pay it. 

The woman told The 
GEM: “On December 28, 
I went shopping there at 
around midday, and also 
had a coffee at Marks and 
Spencer. 

“In total, I was there 


for two hours and 22 
minutes. 

“On January 11, I 
received a £60 fine with 
another £2.50 required 
for paying by cheque. 

“It is very unfair to be 
hit with that sort of 
penalty when you are 
going for a shop. 

“At the time, there 
were long queues into the 
coffee shop and by the 
time you’ve shopped, it 
can easily take two or 
three hours.” 

The normal maximum 
stay for parking is three 
hours, but on match 
days, it is 90 minutes.

Although a closer

Assembly support 
for small businesses 


T HE Small Business Rate 
Relief Scheme will be 
extended in Wales until 
March 2015, First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones AM announced 
on Monday, February 3. 

He told the Council for Economic 
Renewal in Cardiff that the extension 
of the scheme was the latest in a 
number of business rates measures 
that would help businesses in Wales. 



“We have shown time and again 
that we are a Government that sup¬ 
ports business. Extending the small 
business rate relief scheme will sup¬ 
port small firms across Wales with 
many paying no rates at all. 

“This is in addition to other target¬ 
ed business rate schemes that we have 
established to boost businesses across 
Wales and encourage growth,” he 
said. 


‘Control of Horses 
Bill welcome, 
but more action 
needed’ - says rspca 


RSPCA Cymru has 
welcomed the 
Control of Horses 
(Wales) Bill which 
received Royal 
Assent on Monday. 

The new law will 
equip local authorities 
with additional powers 
to tackle fly-grazing 
and abandonment 
problems which can 
have severe conse¬ 
quences for animal 
welfare and communi¬ 
ty safety, it stated. 

The charity “firmly 
believes this is a posi¬ 
tive step forward but 
does not provide all 
the answers to Wales’ 
equine crisis, the scale 
of which was high¬ 
lighted in the Equine 
Welfare Indicators 
Report, launched in 
November 2013”. 

Around 3,000 ani¬ 
mals across the nation 
are still thought to be 
at risk with issues of 
traceability, identifica¬ 
tion, irresponsible 
ownership, tethering 
and the regulation of 
sanctuaries all needing 
continued action from 


Wales’ decision-mak¬ 
ers. 

In response to an 
RSPCA Cymru cam¬ 
paign last year, the 
Welsh public sent over 
1,600 letters to 
Assembly Members 
urging them to vote 
for the Bill, but also 
play their role in 
ensuring equine issues 
remain on the political 
agenda in Wales. 

RSPCA national 
director for Wales and 
lead on equine issues, 
Steve Carter, com¬ 
mented: “We have 
been very pleased to 
work closely with the 
Welsh Government 
and Assembly 
Members during this 
Bill’s legislative jour¬ 
ney and are delighted 


that it has finally 
become law. 

“Moving forward, it 
is hoped local authori¬ 
ties across Wales will 
be in a position to use 
their enhanced powers 
to tackle fly-grazing 
and abandonment, but 
with resources remain¬ 
ing an issue for many 
councils across Wales, 
we would encourage 
the Welsh Government 
to consider this when 
assessing the success of 
the new legislation.

I T seems de 
rigeur in 21st 
century film- 
making to remake 
or reboot what 
once was success¬ 
ful. Nothing seems 
sacred any more, 
as characters are 
chopped and 
changed to fit into 
what a modern 
audience wants to 
see, when more 
often than not, the 
bottom line is the 
box office receipts. 

The latest character 
to get the reboot treat¬ 
ment is Jack Ryan, 
whose once Alec 
Baldwin/Harrison 
Ford/Ben Affleck¬ 
shaped shoes are now 
being filled by Chris 
Pine. 

In Jack Ryan: 

Shadow Recruit, Ryan 
is a young CIA analyst, 
engaged to Cathy (Keira 
Knightley) and men¬ 
tored by William Harper 
(Kevin Costner); but 
when he unravels a 
Russian plot to desta¬ 
bilise the American 
economy, led by Viktor 
Cherevin (Kenneth 
Branagh, who also 
directs), Ryan is flung 
headlong into the murky 
world of espionage 
where his life is on the 
line... 

Rebooted spies (or 
‘analysts’ if you will) 
haven’t had the easiest 
of lives; James Bond 
was unarguably re-ener¬ 
gised by Casino Royale, 
but the Jeremy Renner- 
starring Bourne Legacy 
was a misfire (albeit 
one that is enjoying a 
sequel in 2015). So 
which side of the fence 
does Jack Ryan fall on? 

Unfortunately, it falls 
squarely on the side of 
Mr Bourne, Shadow 
Recruit a noble effort 
that only manages to 
underwhelm in its 
anonymity. 

Taking the character 
back to his origins is a 
smart move; lacking the 
cold-bloodedness of 
007, Ryan is a character 
whose cerebral ability 
outweighs any macho 
posturing, and in the 


early stages the film 
establishes the character 
and his motives well. 

Injured in action, 
Ryan can help serve his 
country using his mind 
rather than his body, a 
neat spin on the conven¬ 
tions of films of this ilk. 

However, once the 
plot really kicks into 
gear, you get the over¬ 
whelming sense of deja- 
vu; the story beats are 
predictable and tire¬ 
some, the characters 
becoming bogged down 
in cliche as the narrative 
unwinds into something 
any viewer will have 
seen countless times 
before. 

It is lazy scriptwrit¬ 
ing from Adam Cozad 
and David Koepp, mov¬ 
ing the character wholly 
into the 21st century in 
terms of technology yet 
anchoring him with a 
story that has the dis¬ 
tinct whiff of an 80s 
blockbuster. The Cold 
War may have thawed, 
but Russia’s enmity 
towards their American 
counterparts still bris¬ 
tles, apparently. 

Given that Ryan is 
shown serving in 
Afghanistan, it seems a 
shame that Koepp and 
Cozad didn’t try to con¬ 
jure a story that was 
more in step with the 
times; the economic 
destabilising plot a step 
forward, but encased in 
an ageing story. 

Having showed 
potential for bigger 
budget fare with Thor, 
handing Kenneth 
Branagh the directorial 
reins here was, on 
paper, a smart move, 
Branagh being able to 
marry the intelligence to 
the action. However, his 
direction here is anony¬ 
mous and uninventive. 
He doesn’t do a bad job, 
far from it, but there is 
nothing to scream out 
individuality - the num¬ 
ber of aerial shots, in 
particular, reminiscent 
of so many action direc¬ 
tors. 

His performance as 
the film’s villain fares 
slightly better, even if 
he comes from the 
Bond school of bad 
guys. His backstory 
gives depth, and

Branagh offers gravitas, 
but little more than that. 

As Ryan, Pine deliv¬ 
ers a decent turn, play¬ 
ing the ‘man-out-of-his- 
depth’ with aplomb, 
particularly during the 
first time Ryan has to 
use lethal force; he’s 
shown heroic nobility as 
Captain Kirk, but here 
Pine plays less cock¬ 
sure, more under pres¬ 
sure, and his perform¬ 
ance is enjoyable. 

While Kevin 
Costner’s role as the 
ageing mentor is a like¬ 
able one, and one the 
actor is certainly 


embracing, the same 
can’t be said for Keira 
Knightley, whose per¬ 
formance has a degree 
of verve (especially in a 
nicely constructed din¬ 
ner scene) but, thanks to 
the script, she all too 
often feels like a plot 
point, a character of 
convenience rather than 
substance. 

The potential of 
bringing Jack Ryan up 
to date was huge, but 
this feels like a missed 
opportunity, a film that 
never gets out of first 
gear; but most of all, 
Shadow Recruit just 
leaves you unmoved 
come the end credits. 

VERDICT: An 
underwhelming film 
that is neither feast nor 
famine, Jack Ryan: 
Shadow Recruit sees its 
positives cancelled out 
by its negatives. While 
Pine and Costner deliv¬ 
er and make for a good 
on-screen team, the rest 
of the performances, 
Kenneth Branagh’s mid¬ 
dling direction, and a 
weak and lifeless story 
undo the good work. 
Poor.

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Exhibition remembers 
the Jewish victims 
of the Nazi Holocaust 



AN evening of commemo¬ 
ration at Art Central 
gallery in Barry for 
Holocaust Memorial Day 
was hosted by Vale Mayor, 
Coun Margaret Wilkinson. 

January 27 (Holocaust 
Memorial Day) is recognised 
each year as the anniversary of 
the liberation of Auschwitz - 
Birkenau. The Holocaust 
Memorial Day Trust identified 
this year’s theme as ‘Journeys’ 
and Art Central explored this at 
the ‘Hineni’ exhibition, meaning 
‘Here I am’ in Hebrew. 

Colin Heyman, Hineni project 
manager said: “The project is not 
only about people’s journeys of 


survival during the Holocaust, but 
also how people develop their 
sense of identity and belonging. 
The exhibition shows the diversi¬ 
ty of our community and a multi¬ 
plicity of stories; from Welsh 
speaking Jews to taxi drivers, 
from anti-apartheid activists to 
football supporters.” 

The large photographs dis¬ 
played 59 individuals and their 
stories and life experiences. 

Dr Glenn Jordan, Hineni proj¬ 
ect photographer, said: “My work 
seeks to make critical interven¬ 
tions in pursuit of social justice. 

It is photography that cares. I 
want to contribute to a renewal of 
relationship, with the aid of the 
camera”. 


Leader of the Vale Council, 
Coun Neil Moore read the ‘state¬ 
ment of co mmi tment’ from the 
Holocaust Memorial Day Trust; a 
pledge to strengthen efforts to 
promote education and research 
about the Holocaust and other 
genocides. 

“Holocaust Memorial Day is a 
chance to remember the atrocities 
suffered by people all over the 
world and it is up to us to ensure 
the suffering is never repeated,” 
he said. 

The Hineni exhibition will be 
at Art Central Gallery, King 
Square, Barry, CF63 4RW, until 
Saturday, February 8, 10am to 
4pm. It is suitable for all ages 
and entry is free. 


MEMORIES OF THE 
ARCTIC CONVOY PQ17 


HAVING recently 
celebrated his 90th 
birthday, Alan 
Higgins from Barry 
is giving an illus¬ 
trated talk on his 
role in ‘Arctic 
Convoy PQ17’, dur¬ 
ing the dark days of 
the Second World 
War at Barry 
Library today, 
February 6. 

The Arctic Convoys 
were a vital way for 
Britain to support its 
Russian ally, but meant 
that the Merchant Navy 
ships and their Royal 
Navy escorts had to run a 
gauntlet of attacks from 
land-based Nazi aircraft 
operating from occupied 
Norway. 

Along with this, there 
was the deadly Arctic 
weather, where sea spray 
froze instantly on all 
parts of the ship, making 
it unstable. 

Alan has recently pub¬ 
lished a book of his 
memories from his time 
serving in the Royal 
Navy. 

The talk is organised 
in partnership between 
the Barry at War group 
and Friends of Barry 
History, and will take 
place in the Phillip John 
Room, at Barry Library. 

Sunday, February 9 
marks this month’s open 
day for the Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage 
Centre, at Barry Island 


Railway Station, which 
will be holding the first 
militaria fair in Barry. 

Visitors to our tiny 
museum often ask where 
they can buy examples of 
the exhibits on display, 
so we are running 
Barry’s first ever 
‘Militaria Fair’. Here, 
visitors can buy uni¬ 
forms, medals and all the 
other types of militaria 
popular at these events. 

A similar event was 
established in Brecon 
some years ago, and has 
since grown into one of 
the largest events of this 
type in Wales, attracting 
hundreds of people to the 
town. Our first militaria 
fair will be on a smaller 
scale, but we’re opti¬ 
mistic that this too will 
grow.

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Put council mergers plan to 
a referendum’ - says ex-leader 


T was good to see 
that all parties 
represented on the 
Vale Council are 
opposed to its pro¬ 
posed ‘take-over’ by 
Cardiff, as recom¬ 
mended by the 
Williams’ Report. I 
trust that the Liberal 
Democrats who will, 
of course, have influ¬ 
ence with the Welsh 
Government, are of 
the same view. 


It should be recog¬ 
nised that there appear to 
be good points in the 
report but these seem to 
have been ignored in 
what seems to be a head¬ 
long rush by both the 
authors of the report and 
the Welsh Government 
to move the 
merger/takeover plans 
for councils forward 
with indecent haste. 

To expect decisions to 
be made by Easter/end 
of March on what will 


affect the lives of every¬ 
one in Wales (and many 
not yet bom) seems too 
rushed and can only 
store up problems for the 
long term or at least for 
the next 20 years or so, 
which seems to be the 
gap between local gov¬ 
ernment reorganisation 
in Wales. 

The report has been 
called ‘independent’ but 
it has to be asked how 
its members were cho¬ 
sen. 


Most of the arguments 
against a ‘takeover’ were 
put forward last week, 
but some of the most 
important are: 

The disparity in size 
between the Vale and 
Cardiff is larger than 
with any other of the 
proposed mergers, with 
the exception of RCT 
and Merthyr. Most of 
the other mergers are of 
equals, or near equals, or 
would not leave one 
council as the dominat¬ 
ing force. 

It must be borne in 
mind that it is proposed 
to leave Powys 
untouched, a council that 
has a population only a 
little greater than the 
Vale, but spread over 
what will have the 
largest area in Wales. If 
Powys will be viable, 
why not the Vale? 

There has been much 
argument over the LDP 
(both the current plan 
and the one it replaced). 
Cardiff has a rapidly 
growing population, it 
doesn’t take much to 
realise where they will 
be looking for land in 
the future. 

The Vale has an 
excellent record for 
delivering services - I’m 
not sure that Cardiff 
could say this. It would 
be good to believe that a 
takeover would result in 


the raising of standards 
in Cardiff but I’m wor¬ 
ried it would be the 
other way. 

As was pointed out in 
the last edition of The 
GEM, the current Welsh 
Government has no elec¬ 
toral mandate for this 
course of action and I 
would suggest that if 
they believe that these 
far reaching changes are 
what the people of Wales 
want, they put it to a ref¬ 
erendum. 

This could be held on 
the same day as the next 
Assembly elections in 
2016, without a signifi¬ 
cant increase in cost. 

If they are not pre¬ 
pared to do this, then 
why couldn’t the Vale 
Council carry out its 
own survey of public 
opinion? 

A local referendum 
would be the ideal solu¬ 
tion, but I’m sure cost 
would be a factor that 
could not be ignored. If 
this is not possible, then 
could the council carry 
out a public opinion sur¬ 
vey to gauge views? 

My recollection is that 
something similar was 
done in the mid 1990s 
and that the view then 
was not favourable.

COUNCIL SHOULD REJECT 
DEVELOPERS’ CHARTER’ 


I T’S well-known that offi¬ 
cial housing projections 
are exaggerated, due to be 
revised down and the Welsh 
Government edict to instead 
increase the target, should 
surely bring the Vale Council 
to address the arguments. 

Cardiff Council obtained a report to 
support their LDP going below the 
projections, though it still aims too 
high. 

Why should our part of the city- 
region provide for high in-migration 
and Cardiff overspill in the Vale, 
rather than in areas better connected 
transport-wise and needing regenera¬ 
tion? 

The Vale LDP chose to use the 
2008 population projection of the 
WG, rather than the lower 2011 cen¬ 
sus figure. It assumed 2008 projec¬ 


tions of household size, on the excuse 
of waiting for new projections. 

Yet the 2011 figure did not show 
the predicted drop, and the expecta¬ 
tion it will drop to 2.05 persons per 
household (from the present 2.32) is 
fantasy. 

Mike Carney of Cowbridge, and Dr 
Ian Johnson of Barry, have both point¬ 
ed out that realistic projections come 
up with 6,000 to 7,000 homes up to 
2026. 

Barry and Vale LoE think even 
these numbers are likely to be ‘unsus¬ 
tainable’, especially as the LDP has 
no proposals for the necessary high- 
quality transport links. 

So let’s see the Vale Council reject¬ 
ing the WG edict and the ‘developers’ 
charter’ for high growth in the eastern 
Vale and select villages.

I N the modern era, 
Valentine’s Day has 
become a time to hon¬ 
our that special love in 
your life. 

For some people, there is a 
special person who does not 
know it yet, hence the tradi¬ 
tion of the anonymous card 
with a teasing question mark! 

Many couples see it as a 
day not only to affirm their 
love, but also to have some 
‘us’ time. 

Despite our hectic lives, it 
only takes a little planning to 
book an evening at a popular 
local pub or restaurant. 

Once you get there, you will 
find the effort has been more 
than worthwhile. 

All relationships need on¬ 
going TLC, that’s why a card, 
some flowers perhaps, a little 
gift and an evening out, can 
mean so much. 

ORIGINS 

So how did St Valentine’s 
Day become so special for 
those expressing their love? 

It’s origins lie in the Roman 
Empire when the Emperor 
Claudius was having a diffi¬ 


cult time getting soldiers to 
join his legions. 

He believed that the reason 
was because soldiers did not 
want to leave their loves and 
families. 

As a result, Claudius can¬ 
celled all marriages and 
engagements in Rome. 

Enter a brave Christian 
priest called St Valentine, who 
decided to defend the concept 
of love in the midst of empire. 

In disobedience to 
Claudius, Valentine began to 
secretly marry couples. 

DIED FOR 
LOVE 

When Emperor Claudius 
was informed of these cere¬ 
monies, Valentine was sent to 
prison, where he remained 
until his death on February 14 
in the year 270, when he was 
clubbed, stoned, then behead¬ 
ed. 

The story goes that while 
Valentine was in prison await¬ 
ing execution, he fell in love 
with the blind daughter of the 
jailer, Asterius. 

Through his unswerving 
faith, he miraculously 


restored her sight. He signed a 
farewell message to her ‘From 
Your Valentine’ - a phrase 
that still echoes through the 
centuries. 

If the story is authentic, it 
could be described as the first 
Valentine’s card. 
MARTYRED 

Mid-February was tradi¬ 
tionally the time of the 
Lupercian festival, an ode to 
the god of fertility and a time 
to meet and court a prospec¬ 
tive mate. 

In AD 496, Pope Gelassius 
outlawed the pagan festival. 
But he was clever to replace it 
with a similar celebration, one 
deemed morally suitable. 

He needed a ‘lovers’ saint 
to replace the pagan deity, 
Lupercus. 

The martyred Valentine 
was chosen as the patron saint 
of the new festival. 

There are only a handful of 
dates that are celebrated in the 
365 days of our calendar\ but 
the fact that St Valentine is 
commemorated as one of them, 
shows his sacrifice for love has 
never been forgotten.

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January storms 
reveal 130-year-old 
Nash Point wreck

THE remains of a 
large iron hulled 
vessel, which may 
date back to the 
19th Century, has 
been uncovered on 
a beach in the Vale, 
following recent 
storms. 

The wreck covers an 
area of over 60 metres 
and was discovered by 
archaeologist Paul 
Huckfield, the co-ordi- 
nator of the Arfordir 
Coastal Heritage project, 
while exploring the 
beach near Nash Point 
last Friday. 

Mr Huckfield is from 
the Glamorgan Gwent 
Archaeological Trust 
(GGAT) 

He told The GEM that 
the January storms have 
been a double-edged 
sword as far as coastal 
archaeology is con¬ 
cerned, with sites all 
along the Welsh coast¬ 
line having been 
destroyed and new ones 
exposed. 

This situation, howev¬ 
er, was one of the rea¬ 
sons the Arfordir project, 
a project that aims to 
monitor changes in the 
coastal heritage of 
Wales, was originally 
created. 

Mr Huckfield said: 
“After the storms, our 
groups of volunteers 
have been really busy 
recording changes and 
we have been inundated 
with information via 
email and through social 
media.” 

The wreck is only one 
of the many discoveries 
that have come to light 
over the past few weeks 
along the South Wales 
coast; others include pre¬ 
historic footprints, two 
17 th century cannon 
from Pink Bay, 
Porthcawl, and a large 
ship’s wheel from 
Swansea Bay. 

Mr Huckfield is hop¬ 
ing to undertake a survey 
of the wreck with the 
Vale of Glamorgan vol¬ 



unteers in the near 
future, before attempting 
to solve the mystery of 
the shipwreck’s identity. 

The wreck may be the 
remains of the Ben-y- 
Gloe, a full-rigged iron 
ship that ran aground at 
Nash Point near 
Marcross on October 15, 
1886.

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Report lists the 
Vale Council’s 
social services 
budget pressures 


A REPORT to the audit com¬ 
mittee of the Vale Council 
has revealed that there are 
still two main areas in social 
services that are struggling to 
stay within budget, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

The committee meets today 
(February 6) at 6pm and will consid¬ 
er the news that the council is look¬ 
ing for savings to cover overspends 
in two areas - Looked After 
Children (LAC), and in funding care 
packages in Adult Services. 

All councils are under budget 
pressure as a result of UK 
Government cuts, and the social 
services budget had been given the 
ambitious target of cutting £6 mil¬ 
lion from the budget over the next 
four years. 

The report says that these savings 
have been “identified” but forecast¬ 
ing the level of demand for Looked 
After Children and Adult Care 
Packages is very difficult. 

It states that this year, the hoped- 
for £200,000 saving in the Looked 
After Children budget is not going 
To happen. 


Similarly, it was hoped to cut 
£685,000 from the care packages 
budget, but that has not been possi¬ 
ble. 

Both areas of spending are diffi¬ 
cult to predict, and the report 
describes community care packages 
as “volatile”. 

However, there was evidence of 
underspends in other budgets, which 
could still bring about a balanced 
budget. 

The report said: “In Children’s 
Services, the overspend on residen¬ 
tial placements for Looked After 
Children was offset by an under¬ 
spend in other areas where children 
were previously receiving a provi¬ 
sion prior to their transfer into a res¬ 
idential setting. 

“In Adult Services, planning was 
already under way for the savings 
required for 2014-15 and, where 
possible were being achieved ahead 
of target. 

“An overspend of £140,000 is, 
therefore, currently being projected 
for the Directorate, however, work 
was being undertaken to address this 
position and overall a balanced 
budget was anticipated by year end.”

1 HAVE often asked myself 
why we had a chief execu¬ 
tive in the Vale on around 
£160K per annum, and another 
on a similar package 12 miles 
away in Cardiff. 

Other well-paid heads of service are 
duplicated in similar fashion in all 22 
councils in Wales. 

Would any private company operate 
like that with due responsibility to its 
shareholders? Similarly, the council 
has responsibility to its constituents. 

It seems the obvious solution is to 
‘amalgamate and consolidate’ to the 
benefit of taxpayers, thus reducing 
future council tax rises. 

The Williams report suggesting a 
reduction from 22 to 10 authorities is 
the obvious choice, given that future 
cuts are unavoidable. The current situ¬ 
ation is unsustainable. The total num¬ 
ber of councillors in the Vale and 
Cardiff councils should be reduced, 
perhaps by 50 per cent. 

The negative response from many 
councillors to this merger is pre¬ 
dictable. Turkeys don’t vote for 
Christmas. By comparison, Scotland 
has double the population and twice 
the land mass of Wales - and a lot 
fewer councillors! 

The rhetoric that the Vale will be 
swamped by Cardiff-planned housing 
developments is unfounded. Let’s not 
forget that it was the Vale Council 
which was the only local authority to 
build houses on a headland - Barry 
Island - in the UK in the last 50 years. 

Perhaps a larger authority may not 
have made decisions which were not in 
the public interest, such as the closure 
of the largest lido in Wales - while 
many in England became listed; and 
the selling of assets, including the 
White House on Friars Point. 

Cardiff Council has provided much

in the way of amenities for its citizens 
in the form of excellent sporting facili¬ 
ties over the years. With that sort of 
forward thinking, perhaps Barry Island 
tourism could have benefited. 

Not surprisingly, councillors who 
are normally in opposition are now 
united in voicing their shared opposi¬ 
tion to a Cardiff - Vale merger! 

The recent meeting - a gathering of 
turkeys attended by all council leaders 
of the 22 local authorities - is unlikely 
to suggest an expeditious acceptance 
of these changes. 

A long, drawn out debate will mere¬ 
ly delay the inevitable which could be 
brought about by legal means. 

I hope the councillors and officers 
from both authorities can unite and 
work constructively and positively in 
the interest of the tax-paying public. 

Let’s not forget that the Vale 
Council had one of the highest com¬ 
munity charge increases last year, with 
a similar increase under consideration 
for this year. 

In light of this process going ahead 
in the interests of efficiency and long¬ 
term cash savings, the short-term 
financial consequences are the large 
redundancy packages which will need 
to be addressed. 

It would also be regrettable if these 
unavoidable changes were followed by 
an additional recruitment of 25 to 40 
extra Assembly Members, which has 
been suggested by a recent poll of 
AMs. 

We are over-governed in Wales and 
the last thing we need is more AMs - 
especially in light of their performance 
so far in health, education, transport 
and the economy.

Council takes on 
legal ownership 
of seized horses 


THE Vale Council 
has been to court to 
take ownership of a 
large number of 
horses seized last 
November. 

At a hearing on 
Monday, February 3, 
before Cardiff and Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Magistrates, the council 
was granted an applica¬ 
tion in accordance with 
Section 20 of the 
Animal Welfare Act 
2006. 

The application pro¬ 
vides for the transfer of 
ownership to the council 
of the horses, seized 
from Swn Y Mor 
Stables in Wick in the 
Vale. This will allow for 


the rehoming, where 
possible, of the animals 
involved. 

The principal Trading 
Standards officer, 
Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey, said: 

“The Vale of 
Glamorgan Trading 
Standards Department 
continues to actively 
investigate the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the 
seizure, so we cannot 
issue full details of the 
case at the moment. 

“We would, however, 
l ik e to thank our part¬ 
ners, namely Redwings 
Horse Sanctuary, 
RSPCA and South 
Wales Police, for their 
support during this dis¬ 
tressing operation.”

weight. 

These new year’s 
resolutions should be 
well under way by now 
and will be put to the 
test over the following 
months. 

Information and 
resources to aid your 
quest can be readily 
found on the internet or 
in magazines, with 
numerous companies 
promoting a certain 
method of training, a 
specific diet or a selec¬ 
tion of meal replace¬ 
ment products. 

These companies 
implement clever mar¬ 
keting strategies to con¬ 
vince you into parting 
with your money. 

There are a wide 
variety of meal replace¬ 
ment products that 
boast a healthy quick 
solution to your weight 
loss goals. 

Different companies 
suggest different meth¬ 
ods of how to use their 
products, but typically 
they advise an individ¬ 
ual to swap real food 
for one of their prod¬ 
ucts. 

They will entice you 
with celebrity endorse¬ 
ments, sales figures and 
customer testimonials 
on a mass scale. 

They might also add 
selective scientific 
explanations to support 
the claims associated 
with their product. 

These products may 
also make you lose 
weight in a short period 
of time. Surely this is 
great, right? 

For the readers who 
like straight answers, 


the answer is no.

Football club’s 
race night 


WITH the weather showing 
little sign of easing up after 
two previous weekends of

Buoyed by the early goal, Penarth 
maintained the upper hand, and the 
passing game was quickly rewarded 
with a second goal, this time convert¬ 
ed by veteran centre forward Dave 
Watkins. 


Keen not to fall too far behind, 
Neath changed their tactics, throwing 
extra men forward in order not only 
to chase goals of their own but to dis¬ 
rupt the Penarth defence and stem the 
build-up of further attacks. 

Despite being gifted a couple of 
penalty corners, the visitors were 
repelled until midway through the 
half, when a cross from the right was 
converted to make it 2-1, but Penarth 
countered the minor setback with two 
more goals before the interval, with 
Kidby and Watkins again sharing the 
spoils. 

Turning around 4-1 to the good 
was not only unfamiliar territory for 
the home side, but could have led to a 
degree of complacency setting in 
after the break. However, with stand- 
in captain Rob Harrison calling for 
concentration, Penarth came out 
determined to add to their advantage. 

Although ensuring that their sub¬ 
stitutes remained involved in the 
game led to a defensive reshuffle that 
allowed Neath to pull a goal back 
early in the second half, Penarth 
remained in control, with Richard 
Bromily and Ian Smith again strong 
in defence and Tom Davies providing 
an extra attacking thrust from mid- 
field. 

With some ‘total hockey’ keeping 
the majority of the pressure in the 
Neath half, Kidby and Watkins both 
picked up another goal apiece to 
complete their respective hat-tricks 
and give Penarth their highest tally of 
the season, beating the five they put 
past Swansea and moving their goal 
difference into the black for the first 
time since opening weekend. 

After a good victory against

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Wales and the Six Nations 


The real Wales must step 
up to meet Irish threat 



W HILE most post-match pun¬ 
dits were less than fulsome 
about the Welsh team’s 
patchy display in the hard-fought 23- 
15 win over Italy at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium, on Saturday, the 
relieved head coach, Warren Gatland, 
had no such reservations. 

He insisted - “ We’re pretty satisfied...It’s a 
reasonable start for us. It was a tough run-out, 
and that’s the way we wanted it” 

Giving full credit to the livewire Azzurri, who 
had come perilously near to causing the first 
shock of the 2014 Six Nations, Gatland said: 
“The way they performed, I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if they won a few games in this competi¬ 
tion. They won a couple last year and I think 
they’ll do so again”. 

Even so, while admitting there were things 
for Wales to work on “in terms of finishing and 
being clinical,” there were also “ some positives”

to be taken from the opening game of Wales’ bid 
for a record-breaking hat trick of championships 
in the Six Nations. 

“We know it’s a massive challenge for us. As 
defending champions for the last two years, 
every team will be targeting us and will be up for 
it. We wanted to get this game under our belt and 
focus on next week” (against Ireland in Dublin ). 

Gatland’s relief at a narrow result that was 
in doubt right up to a late Leigh Halfpenny 
penalty, was understandable, given concern 
over the psychological effect on young players 
going into the match of the bitter feud between 
the WRU and the four Welsh regions. 

Just days before, the regions, who had given 
the WRU a final deadline of last Friday to 
sanction an alternative pan-European competi¬

agreement to cover this with the governing 
body. 

It raised the bizarre prospect of the captain 
of Wales having no top team to play for, 
given the regions’ stated refusal to field central¬ 
ly-contracted players without such 
an agreement in place. 

It all added to the general chaos and uncer¬ 
tainty of a situation that is hardly conducive to 
the Welsh camp’s preparations for an historic 
Six Nations campaign, even if, as some suggest, 
professional rugby players should be able to 
switch off from the off-field distractions. 

Indeed, the Welsh team appeared to do just 
that, for within five minutes they were seven 
points ahead - thanks to a swiftly snapped-up 
try by predatory wing, Alex Cuthbert, follow¬ 
ing an adroit chip ahead by outside half Rhys 
Priestland - who made an impressive return at 
outside half, following a lengthy lay-off through 
injury and subsequent loss of form. 

Leigh Halfpenny landed the conversion, but 
10 minutes later, opposing outside half 
Tommaso Allan reduced the arrears with a 
penalty, as lively Italy exerted pressure of their 
own - one huge touch-finder taking play to the 
corner, where only desperate defence kept them 
at bay. 

After Halfpenny widened the gap with anoth¬ 
er well-struck penalty, Wales appeared to take 
an increasingly scrappy game by the scruff 
with a top drawer try straight off the training 
ground by Scott Williams, after a typically 
powerful charge through midfield by fellow 
centre Jamie Roberts (another making a wel¬ 
come return from injury). 

This brought the score-line to a healthy 17-3 
lead for Wales at halftime and many, including 
perhaps the Welsh players themselves, may 
have thought the Italian attacking threat was 
nullified, and that a points blitz was on the 
cards after the change-over. 

If so, they were given a rude shock, for in an 
increasingly disjointed 
second half, the pendu¬ 
lum swung the 
Azzurri’s way. 

Indeed, while Wales 
suddenly went into 
defence mode and could 
add only a further six 
points through the boot 
of Halfpenny (who, 
uncharacteristically 
missed with another, for 
him, kickable attempt) 
the enterprising visitors 
scored two tries by their 
man-of-the-match, cen¬ 
tre Michele 
Campagnaro, only one 
of which was converted 
by Allan. 

He also failed with 
another penalty attempt 
which, together with a 
disallowed try by Sergio 
Parisse for a knock-on, 
was crucial to the 
result, hence the relief 
in the Welsh camp at 
the final whistle. 

However, remember¬ 
ing a time, not too far 
distant, when it was 
said that Welsh sides 


would have to be at their very best to have any 
hope at all of success, Gatland & Co will at 
least be encouraged by a result that again 
proved a good team can be well below par and 
still secure an albeit hard-fought win. 

At least notoriously slow starters Wales are 
still on course for a third successive champi¬ 
onship title (and who knows, rugby’s golden 
grail itself - a fourth Grand Slam). Moreover, 
they know they can do much better. 

Next up is the daunting trip to the Dublin 
cauldron on Saturday and Gatland said guile¬ 
fully: “It’s going to be tough for Ireland (who 
defeated a woeful Scotland 28-6 on Sunday). 

“They’ve only got a six-day turnaround, so 
we’ve spoken about making sure we recover 
right. It’s going to be a huge game for both 
teams.” 

The Irish, like France, who edged out a bat¬ 
tling England side 26-24 in Paris on Saturday, 
cherish championship and Grand Slam hopes 
of their own - and see this as a needle 
encounter. 

Gatland, though, has laid down this chal¬ 
lenge to his young charges - “We have a chance 
to create some history, to do something very spe¬ 
cial... something that no team has done before... 
It’s a real opportunity for us. 

“This team can leave a legacy behind!”
